TheGrayling City Council approved 
Monday night a request from Custom 
Forest Products for up to 12 years of 
tax reduction to build the addition. 

The request falls under an applica- 
tion for Act 198. The act specifically is 
setup for municipalities to provide tax 
reduction on industrial development 
which benefits the community and 
creates jobs. 

Grayling City Manager Jerry Mor- 
ford said the act was passed in 1974 
and was started to keep businesses 
from moving outside Michigan, tak- 
ing jobs away from Michigan resi- 
dents, The act calls for a 50 percent tax 
reduction. 

The addition is a state-of-the-art 
facility which provides for work on

the venetian blinds the company pro- 
duces. About five years ago, Custom 
Forest Products switched from manu- 
facturing doors and windows to 
wooden venetian blinds. 

Custom Forest Products President 
Ron Hees, who commented during the 
public hearing, said this new line for 
constructing and painting the blinds is 
environmentally friendly. 

The Grayling Custom Forest Prod- 
ucts site was built in 1982 and has 
gone through anumber of expansions. 
Hees said this is a major expansion, 
which pretty much doubles the capac- 
ity of the plant in square footage. 

Hees estimated that the new addi- 
tion — which involves the new paint- 
ing line and storage — will create 15 
more jobs to the 100 or so employees 
already employed by Custom Forest 
Products, 

There are a number of reasons for 
locating this new line and the admini- 
stration in Grayling, and one of them, 
according to Hees, is the great coop-

“At times such ‘perks’ 
tread a narrow line between right and 
wrong. In my opinion advertising the 
township office phone number as part 
of an election campaign is taking one 
big step to the wrong side of that line.”

Question: Does that old expression 
about the frost on the pumpkin mean 
that pumpkins need to be frosted to 
develop good color? 

Answer: No. In fact, frost can 
damage pumpkins, winter squashes 
and gourds and reduce their shelf life 
in storage. They should be harvested 
as soon as the rinds are hard enough to 
resist puncture when pressed with a 
fingernail, then stored at temperatures 
above 55 degrees F and low relative 
humidity. Fruits damaged by frost or 
chilling injury (which occurs when 
they’re exposed to long periods of 
temperatures below 55 degrees F) will 
develop sunken spots thai quickly mold 
and rot.

Choosing a book over a wife 

It wasa really fun time, and spouses 
were invited, but I didn’t bring mine.

So why should my wife tag along to 
that bloody party? 

“So you'll have someone to talk to 
in the waiting room while waiting for 
the lab work to be done,” the nurse 
explained. 

No way. Waiting rooms are for 
reading paperback novels you never 
have time to read at home. The nurse 
said OK, just as long as I supplicd my 
wife's phone number, in case 
something happened to me during 
surgery. After all, my wife would 
certainly want to be quickly summoned 
to the hospital to get the novel if she

Anactive Fox den has some definite 
characteristics which make it easier to 
identify.

By mid-summer 
the foxes usually stop using the dens 
altogether.

According 
to studics, Red Foxes seldom travel 
more than three-quarters of a mile 
from the center of their home range.
